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S^g^S FOREWORD 

Telemark (land of the Tele) is the district in southern Norway from 
which the Syftestads emigrated to the United States, beginning over a 
century ago. It is not a wealthy region, agriculturally speaking, fields 
and meadows constituting only a small fraction of the land area. Instead, 
the abundance of water power, which is probably greater in Telemark than 
in any other district In Norway, together with excellent forests and some 
iron mines, make trade and industry valuable sources of income. About 
ninety percent of the houses in Nissedai have electricity. 

N. N. R/fnning, prominent American Telemarklng, in his book, Fifty 
Years in America , declares that Telemark Is a "district which has more 
fairy tales, legends, and ballads than all the rest of Norway together". 
It is also the home of many artists and rosemalere. These fruits of the 
spirit are probably in a measure the results of the isolation and the 
natural beauty created by the profusion of inland seas, forests, mountains, 
peninsulas, islands, bays, waterfalls. 

Nissedai, the locale of the Syf tested farm and also a government 
unit within Telemark, is on the east side of Nisser Lake. Nissedai Is 
also the name of the post office. 

Syftestad, a centuries -old farm, lies at the mouth of a small stream, 
has one of the best forests in Nissedai, and Includes the northern edge of 
the iron mining area. Its own iron mine operates Intermittently, the ore 
being shipped to Hamburg, Germany, for smelting. The dwelling, spring 
house, and barn are old, but new buildings were erected on a cottager's 
place in 1938. The name of the farm has been variously spelled through 
the centuries: Si^fftestad, 1585; S/ffftestad, 1593; Syftestad, 1665; 
Syftestad, 1959 (in America). Olav, born In the 1780's (?) and father of 
those persons considered in this study as the main branches of the family 
tree, was the seventh known owner in direct lineal succession. Tellev, 
his eldest son, was the next proprietor. Tellev 's son, Olav, in turn 
lived on the farm for much of his life. In 1935 the farm was part of the 
estate of another son, Hans. In that year Tellef, Hans's nephew, took 
over the property and is the present proprietor. 

The Syftestad farm is near the church, tfileh was built in the 1760' s 
with a seating capacity of 350. The altarplece which was in the church 
built in 1372 was restored In 1938, and it Is the intention to restore the 
entire church to its original design. 

Hark Slen (see page 96), great grandson of Isak Olsen Syftestad, 
toured Norway in 195^. and thus described in letters written from Nissedai 
his visit to the community: "...I came up lakes and rivers and locks with 
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the Skier. -Telemark Canal to Kvlteseid. This boat carries a few passengers 
and goods ranging from live pigs to upholstered chairs. Then with a bus 
over the divide to Bidstaa and by foot and bus here. Today it's been many 
miles by foot and rowboat. Before I'd been here two hours the hostess [of 
the lm] passed the word around as to who I was and told me who everyone 
else was. So this morning at ten I walked over to find the man on the other 
end of the churchbell rope. His name is Nordahl, and he Is the husband of 
Tone Syftestad (see page 13). He recommended I talk with Susanne Vibeke 
Traae (see page 17), who lives at Upper Tveit, right across from the church. 
She is a cousin of my grandfather and is 85 years old. Then I walked to 
Syftestad farm and talked with Hans and Tel lev and his wife and son, Inge 
(see page 13). And then to Nes (Naes) and talked with Tarje Nes, his wife 
and son. They loaned me a small boat and I rowed across Nisser Lake to Vlk. 
Here lived an old woman who could not explain much. Her brother was not at 
home but she said he was much interested in ancient lineage. All together, 
the trip took about two hours... In spite of the dialect we managed O.K. 
and at each place we just figured out who was related to whom and how. At 
Syftestad they still live in the old dwelling house where Isaac Olson and 
the rest were born. It is a large house and considerably remodeled on the 
inside. Outdoors, on one of the logs in an old spring house are fancifully 
carved the initials 'H.O.S.S. I83O and I.O.S. 1841'. Presumably, these are 
for and by Halvor Olsen S. and Isaac Olsen S. Nes and Vlk could not have 
been better named. Prom the middle of the lake I could see both opposite 
each other and both names are so obviously descriptive of their geography. 
A high stone mountain wall rises back of the three clustered farms on the 
beautiful nes sticking out like a corner into the lake. A spectacular 
waterfall runs down the mountain Just behind and south of them. Tarje's 
son has a little sawmill there, using the slphoned-off water power. At 
their house they brought out a picture of Aslaug [Isaac's wife] and Lille 
Marl taken by Chalmers Studio In Madison [Minnesota] (no date). I rowed 
their boat — 30 minutes — to Vlk. A pretty little island sits out in 
front of a peninsula (covered with pine), which in turn protrudes from 
Vlk. A beautifully sheltered vlk comes alongside. Two farms are side by 
side here.... I had no regular meal between breakfast at 8: A.M. and lunch 
at 8;P.m., but had four 'lunches', one at each place. At three of them 
they brought out homemade ale and the same assortment' of cakes. At one 
I was glad they brought coffee...."

It was in September, 1957, that Anna Syftestad, granddaughter of Paul 
Olsen Syftestad, invited me to compile the family genealogy. Since my 
father's sister, Inger Knudtaon Folkedahl, was the wife of her Uncle Paul 
Paulsen Syftestad and since my mother's cousin's son, Isaac Elnerson, was 
the husband of her Cousin Emma Paulson Syftestad, Hiss Anna's invitation 
offered me an opportunity for an intriguing study of family history. Her 
interest stems from her desire to introduce to her niece and nephews and 
in turn to their children the descendants of Grandfather Paul and to pre- 
serve for them a record of the dedicated achievements and ideals of her 
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father, Pastor Olaus Paulsen Syftestad, whose life was cut short early in 
his career. Her suggestion to Include members of other branches of the 
family tree with whom she was acquainted led to an extension of the 
original plan, and thus the genealogy grew until the present volume con- 
tains the story of six branches of the clan with some 2,000 names of per- 
sons connected with the family. Even so, there are large gaps in the 
history and many Incomplete records. Syftestads in America are much In- 
debted to Miss Anna for her sponsorship of this compilation of family 
history. 

£ appreciate greatly the extensive fund of Information I received 
from many members of the family in response to my requests for data. I 
am especially grateful to Edith Brans tad Pier son and Rose Jenzer Br tins void, 
great granddaughters of Halvor Olsen Brekke Syftestad; to E. I. Steensland

Mark Slen, great grandson of Isak Olsen Syftestad, 
wrote me enthusiastically of his visit to the neighborhood of his ancestors. 
And Tollef Brynjulfson, fellow Telemarklng and family friend, Mount Horeb, 
Wisconsin, shared his information and interest.

This Syftestad geneaology, then, consists of descendants of Tollev, 
Halvor, Paul, Susanne, Isak, and Gunhild. I shall present each branch 
in turn by generations, a Roman numeral being assigned to e&ch generation 
In order of Its appearance. Thus, the first generation has the Roman 
numeral I. Each member of each generation receives an Arabic numeral in 
order of his appearance. Thus:

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I. 3- Paul Olsen Syftestad, born March 14, 1816, in Nissedal, Telemark, 
Norway, to Olav Syftestad and Susanne Vibeke (Vlveke) paulsdaughter 
Tvelt; married Guro Jacob sdaughter; emigrated to America with his wife 
and four children, landing at Quebec, Enroute to Wisconsin, Guro died 
of cholera, probably in Chicago, and a couple of days later the younger 
daughter also succumbed, probably at Lake Koshkonong, Wisconsin. On 
December 1, 1853, he purchased from Cyrus Woodman, a well-known land 
speculator of the time, 80 acres in Town of Perry, Dane County, in 
section 20, town 5, north of range 6 east, for $120. Only 12 acres 
were broken at the time of purchase, and a log shanty was the only 
other improvement. During the next few years he added over 100 acres 
to his holdings. According to the federal census of i860, Paul's real 
estate at the time was worth $1,500 and his personal property, $^51- By 
1870 the valuation had risen to $3,000 and $1,000 respectively. By 1880 
he had a 195-acre farm with a rock barn and a two-3tory rock house with 
at least three rooms on first floor. On March 17, 1882, he sold his 
farm to his son, Paul, for the sum of $800 on condition that the latter 
provide adequately for all the needs of himself and his wife, Gro, as 
long as they should live. According to the bond drawn up at the time 
between the two parties, the son, Paul, and his wife, Inger, were to 
deliver to his parents "in each and every year, on the 20th day of 
December, during their natural lifetime, at their place of residence 
free of charge to them, Thirty (30) bushels of good wheat, and Fourteen 
(Ik) bushels of potatoes, and" to furnish them every year a hog weigh- 
ing at least two hundred pounds and one hundred pounds of beef, the 
beef and the pork to be fresh and in good condition for salting down; 
to take care of for them three milch cows and six sheep {the lambs of 
the sheep to have free pasturage during the summer); to pay them on 
December 20 of each year the sum of twenty dollars in money; to let 
them have the use of the south wing of the dwelling house and to keep 
the building in necessary repair free of charge to them; to furnish 
them with ready firewood; to have one third of the produce of the 
garden and orchard; to have the privilege of riding to church free of 
charge; to carry and bring to the mill for them the wheat they may need 
for flour; to take care of them In sickness and In health. Upon the 
death of either Paul or Gro the provisions were to be divided in half 
as also the $800 mortgage. 

Gro Olsdaughter Straand, whom Paul married around 1855, was born 
November 1, 1818, and died January 3, 1900. He died November 9, 1902. 
Both lie buried in Perry Lutheran church cemetery, Dane County. 

In 1884 and again in 1886 Paul spent several months in Minnesota 
visiting his son and daughter, Ole and Susanne. He was a friendly per- 
son, and in his retirement days was always glad to accommodate his 
young grandsons In their play.

They moved to Chippewa County, Minnesota, settling on a home- 
stead about 50 miles from Benson, the nearest village. Until they 
built a log house, they lived in a cellar. For several seasons hoards 
of grasshoppers stripped the land of every green thing and even 
darkened the sun. In order to provide for his family at such times, 
Qulbrand found it necessary to work on the railroad at Ortonville. 
Their team of oxen hauled grain the long distance to the mill, and 
even when horses replaced oxen, the trip to the mill took several 
days. As time went on, villages sprang up, and the Andersons found 
themselves within a dozen miles of several of them; Milan, Watson, 
Montevideo, Appleton. Churches also were built, and the Reverend 
0. E. Solseth became their pastor. At first the only school was the 
Norwegian church school held in the homes for about three weeks each 
year. There the pupils learned to read the Norwegian language and 
studied the catechism, Bible history, and hymns of the Lutheran church. 
Later, a one-room school, furnished with six-pupil, home-made desks, 
was built less than two miles from the Andersen homestead. There one 
teacher, at a monthly salary of $30 out of which she paid $10 for 
maintenance, kept school for some 60 pupils. Sometimes when the snow 
was so deep in the winters that farmers could not drive the horses, 
they placed stakes along the way to guide their children to the school 
house, thus preventing their getting lost. 

Susanne died May 12, 1905, at Milan, to which village she and her 
husband moved in 1897. Oulbrand, born September 22, 1843, died at 
Milan January 9. 1932. Seven children.

Weekly News, October 16, 1883, is this item: "M» Syftestad has been 
up to La Crosse to be ordained. It was a general wish that his 
ordination could have been down here in his native town but to our 
regret that could not be," 

On October 21 he delivered his first sermon In the Blue Mounds 
church. He was a fluent speaker as evidenced by the frequent glowing 
appraisals in the press: "Rev. 0. P. Syftestad delivered a fine dis- 
course in the Blue Mounds church on Sunday last. The subject was 
'Death 1 , the congregation being large and fully appreciated the 
masterly effort." "What causes so many to assemble can only be 
accounted for by the elegant and effacaclous sermon delivered by 
the reverend." Matured spiritually beyond his years, he was not 
bothered by youthful enthusiasms. Instead, he appreciated the 
need to struggle against evil forces among which he considered 
beverage alcohol the greatest. Temperance meetings were frequent 
events on his schedule. In March, 1887, when he lectured on the 
theme, "Leave it severely alone", he gave the first temperance lecture 
ever presented in the Perry Lutheran Church. In a set of resolutions 
he wrote for the Mount Horeb Temperance Society he declared that 
the Word of God condemns drunkennessj that saloon traffic promotes 
drunkenness; that as Christian citizens the Society should employ 
every legal and Just means to hinder the saloon business from again 
entering their village. This refusal to compromise with the liquor 
traffic was at times a threat to personal safety.

In an article written for For Oammel og Ung , a magazine pub- 
lished in Wittenberg, Wisconsin, by Pastor E. J. Homme, director of 
a children's and old people's home, Pastor Syftestad stressed the 
need for the laity to assist the clergy. Here are some thoughts: 
Doesn' t the pastor have as much right to your assistance as you have 
to demand that he preach God's Word and have concern for the con- 
gregation? Spiritual carelessness and corruption In the congregation 
may be blamed as much on the congregation as on the pastor. A con- 
gregation can help by remembering that the pastor is not always up 
to par and that backbiting creates lack of confidence; by helping 
the spiritual program and by heeding his admonitions and encouraging 
others. 

After a two -weeks illness with influenza and pneumonia Pastor 
Syftestad died on February 27, 1890. He had expressed the belief 
before his fatal illness that he would not live to be old, and at 
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the last worship he conducted three weeks before his death the final 
hymn sung by the congregation was "Our time is short, Our way is hard 
and narrow, We are snatched away, Soon we are through, Maybe this Is 
the last time." On the way home from church that day he said to his 
wife, "I forgot something which I wanted to include in my sermon 
today. It was this: Work while it is day; the night cometh when no 
man can work." A friend wrote thus of his sickroom: "It has been 
most sacred and sublime in the midst of sorrow. Syftestad 's sick 
room has been a veritable portal to heaven, and everybody, even poor 
Mrs. Syftestad, is glad to have experienced its reality, and cannot 
speak enough of the peace and joy they witnessed." Nine clergymen 
attended the funeral services at Blue Mounds with Pastor J. N, Kildahl 
preaching, and at Perry with Pastor Abraham Jacobson in the pulpit. 
Burial was in the Perry cemetery, the remains being later transferred 
to the Mount Horeb burial place. Marthe Andersen Kirkeby remembers 
her family's getting the sad news of her Uncle Olaus's death, and 
has still in her possession the black-edged letter written by her 
Uncle Paul to her mother, Susanne. 

Mrs. Syftestad moved to Madison after her husband's death.

The Victorian parlor with its carpeted floor, upholstered chairs, large 
mirror, hanging kerosene lamp chandelier, and enlarged photographs of 
the ancestors was open only for special events. The sitting room wes 
more comfortable for the usual guest occasions. The reed organ, writing 
desk and bookcase, morris chair and platform rockers, rugs, and bay 
window filled with blossoming plants made It a very pleasant room. The 
furniture Paul purchased when the house was built for the downstairs 
bedroom was never altered in position during the more than 50 years 
Paul and Inger lived there. A dumbwaiter in the pantry was an unusual 
household convenience in rural homes of that time. Paul and Qro, parents. 
occupied two rooms in the rear of the house. Paul always kept fine 
driving horses and a carriage, and owned one of the first automobiles 
in the area. He also possessed one of the first milking machines and 
one of the first Delco lighting systems in the community. 

The Lutheran Church In Daleyvllle was a chief Interest. Paul was 
klokker (precentor) for many years, served on committees, and at his 
death gave the congregation $500 for parish education. He was also an 
ardent worker for the prohibition of the manufacture and the sale of 
beverage alcohol. He died December, 19^0, after a two-year illness, 
and was buried in the Perry cemetery. Five sons.

The trip took them by boat from 
Chrlstlansand, the port of embarkation, to Hull on the east coast of 
England and by train to Liverpool on the west coast, from which city 
they sailed to Montreal, arriving there eight weeks later. Thence, 
they traveled by boat on the St. Lawrence River and canals to Chicago, 
from which city they took a train to Winona, Minnesota, where Osmund 
PJelstad, Knute' s brother, met and took them to his farm near Rushford 
in Fillmore County. In that area the Hauglands lived for some years, 
working for the neighbors in threshing, etc. , and acquiring land and 
a home. Their first purchase beyond purely personal needs was a cow. 
Since land in southeastern Minnesota was at a premium and thus recent 
Immigrants could purchase only limited tracts, in 1867 a company of 
them, including the Hauglands, formed a caravan and emigrated west in 
wagons, followed by their live stock driven by the younger members of 
the company. Only one wagon was drawn by horses, oxen pulling the 
others. Through Rochester, Mankato, New Ulm, up the Minnesota River 
valley, across Hawk Creek, they went, arriving at Chippewa Crossing 
on August 10. In that area Hauglands secured land. Gunhild died 
June 14, 1904. Both were buried in the Watson Lutheran Church cemetery.
